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ON Saturday, September 16, a successful cardiology symposium 
was held, addressing the topic of cardiovascular intervention in 
Aruba with the theme: “5 years of percutaneous coronary inter- 
ventions in Aruba, what’s next?” In a packed hall, local and inter- 
national speakers discussed various topics, including looking 
back on five years of cardiovascular intervention in Aruba and 
its results, as well as talking about future opportunities for our 
island in this field. 


Cardiologist Robert Dennert: “Today, we celebrate that we have 
reached our five-year milestone in Aruba, meaning that for the 
past five years, we no longer have to send patients abroad but 
can treat them right here in Aruba.” This includes immediate 
treatment for individuals who have suffered heart attacks or 
require stents to open blocked arteries. Not only does this save a 
significant amount of money, but, more importantly, patients can 
recover closer to home in a familiar environment. 


“With the collaboration and guidance of Amsterdam UMC and 
Onze Lieve Vrouwe Gasthuis (OLVG) Amsterdam, we have realized 
a modern cardiovascular intervention complex where, in recent 
years, we have even been able to treat patients from our neigh- 
boring islands,” according to cardiologist Dennert. During this 
symposium, we saw the results of the investment made not only 
in the complex itself but also in the knowledge and training of a 
tremendous team that makes these operations possible in Aruba. 


“My experience with the team in Aruba has been fantastic,” 
says Cardiologist Prof. Dr. José Henriques of Amsterdam UMC. 
“I believe it’s important to mention that our collaboration has 
always been excellent and now, Aruban cardiologists can work at 
the same level as their Dutch counterparts, independently. I think 
the time has come to think about the next step, such as initiating 
treatments like valve replacements or other types of treatment in 
collaboration with internists, radiologists, intensivists, or other 
specialists. ‘The sky is the limit,’ and I believe that will be the next 
step for Aruba.” 


According to Dr. Rene van der Schaaf, cardiologist at OLVG 


Amsterdam, “We have been working together enthusiastically 
from the beginning. The relationship we established at the start 
has continued to grow, and we still exchange and share informa- 
tion with each other, which is something beautiful.” It’s important 
for professional development to continue, and in Aruba, there’s 
always a new technique being implemented that has just arrived 
at other healthcare facilities. This cardiovascular complex is also 
an example of progressiveness and advancement in the world. 


Cardiologist Casper Laclé expresses his contentment, saying, 
“After many years of effort, we have now arrived at this sustain- 
able PCI program in Aruba, and after five years, we can look back 
on it as a great achievement thanks to the help of many people. 
Maybe I started it, but without the support of many, it wouldn’t 
have been possible. Also, at the end of today’s symposium, when 
we concluded with a speech by the Hospital’s director, Mr. Jacco 
Vroegop, I didn’t expect it and was surprised by the words of 
gratitude and the certificate of appreciation that we all received.”

Sustainable Development Goals 
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LAKE Maracaibo, Latin America’s 
largest lake, is facing a mounting 
crisis, causing grave concern among 
environmental activists. The situa- 
tion is becoming increasingly dire, 
with systemic issues, such as oil spills, 
deforestation in its surrounding basins, 
and the repercussions of livestock and 
agricultural activities, pushing the lake 
closer to the brink of collapse. 


The recent emergence of a greenish 
tint, the result of a cyanobacteria infes- 
tation covering a significant portion of 
the lake’s surface, has exacerbated the 
problem. This phenomenon not only 
hinders economic activities but also 
raises serious health concerns for the 
local population. Calls for Venezuelan 
President Nicolás Maduro to declare 
an ecological emergency are growing 
louder. 


Satellite images reveal that a stag- 
gering 70% of the lake is now blan- 
keted by this microalgae, which emits a 
pungent odor due to the high concen- 
tration of nutrients like phosphorus 
and nitrogen, stemming from certain 
tributaries. After years of neglect, the 
Chavista government has pledged 
to address this environmental catas- 
trophe.

Maracaibo Conservation, local mayors, 
and academics from the University of 
Zulia to explore solutions. Cleanup 
campaigns have been initiated, and 
efforts are underway to reactivate 
monitoring systems for pollution and 
spills. 


Lake Maracaibo, spanning over 13,000 
square kilometers (larger than Jamaica) 
with an average depth of about 50 


meters, has long been plagued by 
severe environmental issues, primarily 
stemming from a century of petroleum 
activities. The eastern coast has borne 
the brunt of oil spills, which have multi- 
plied due to inadequate plant mainte- 
nance. The lake’s bed is crisscrossed 
with a labyrinth of pipes and pipe- 
lines from the state-owned company, 
Petróleos de Venezuela. 


“The lake’s problems are neither 
isolated nor short-term. Multiple issues 
are contributing to this dire situation,” 
warns Alejandro Alvarez, director of the 
NGO Clima 21. The forests in the lake’s 
basin have been severely impacted 
by overexploitation. Cities and towns 
along its shores are discharging waste 
into its waters, which also receive agri- 
cultural and livestock-related pollut- 
ants. 


Some areas of the lake are used for fish 
farming and shrimp production, while 
coastal communities grapple with 
excessive plastic waste. The greenish 
tint has transformed this complex set 
of challenges into a systemic crisis. 


Alvarez states, “Chavista governments 
have chosen to ignore the problem and 
deflect responsibility.” 


Lenin Parra, a biologist, tour guide, and 
professor at the Bolivarian University 
of Venezuela, explains that while the 
greenish tint isn’t new, its recent rapid 
growth is deeply concerning. He empha- 
sizes the importance of preserving the 
lake’s mangrove forests, which play 
a crucial role in absorbing nutrients 
and contaminants. Additionally, the 
lake’s salinization, resulting from the 
oil industry’s activities, poses a signifi- 
cant environmental threat. 


Lake Maracaibo’s fate depends on 
comprehensive and sustained efforts 
to combat pollution, restore its ecosys- 
tems, and promote responsible indus- 
trial practices. This monumental task 
must be embraced urgently to rescue 
this vital natural resource. The pres- 
ervation of Lake Maracaibo is not only 
essential for the region’s biodiversity 
but also for the well-being of the local 
communities that rely on it for their 
livelihoods and sustenance. 


Lake Maracaibo Nearing Collapse: 


A Plea for Urgent Environmental Action 
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DANTE Liano’s article, published on March 15, 2023, delves 
into El Salvador’s dramatic transformation under President 
Nayib Bukele. It highlights how his government successfully 
dismantled long-standing criminal gangs, known as “maras,” 
bringing unprecedented peace to a nation plagued by crime. 
This shift has ignited discussions across Latin America, with 
some advocating for similar actions in their own countries. 


The mara phenomenon originated in the 1980s when 
Salvadorans sought refuge in the United States. Faced with 
adversity in Los Angeles, many Salvadoran youths formed 
gangs. The Mara Salvatrucha and Barrio 18 emerged, signi- 
fying “people from El Salvador.” After the civil war, mareros 
returned, gradually gaining control of territory, challenging 
successive Salvadoran governments. 


Nayib Bukele, a young engineer of Palestinian descent, 
emerged as a dynamic leader. As mayor of the capital, he laid 
the groundwork for a successful presidential bid. His prag- 
matic, charismatic approach won him widespread support. 
Upon taking office, Bukele confronted the maras with nego- 
tiations but resorted to force when they reneged on agree- 


ments. He incarcerated over 50,000 individuals, dismantling 
criminal organizations and achieving 90% national approval. 


Simultaneously, Bukele pursued populist policies, silenced 
opposition media, and centralized power. Yet, concerns 
loom. Can El Salvador effectively rehabilitate inmates? 


Can former gang members reintegrate as law-abiding citi- 
zens? Can the nation maintain a state of exception? Can 
society thrive without freedom of expression? 


Repression alone cannot resolve deep-rooted issues. El 
Salvador’s challenges echo across Latin America: profound 
inequalities, poverty, and limited opportunities. Repression 
thrives where basic needs are unmet. Justice and wealth 
redistribution, not authoritarianism, are the true solutions. 


El Salvador’s transformation serves as a reminder: 
addressing societal issues is paramount. The road ahead 
involves reeducation, reintegration, and tackling inequali- 
ties. Success hinges on creating a just and inclusive society, 
free from criminal organizations. 


Bukele’s Bold Approach 


El Salvador’s Struggle Against Gangs 
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IN a startling revelation, the United States has recently 
uncovered evidence that not only Mexico but also Colombia 
and Ecuador are involved in the production and trafficking 
of fentanyl, a potent synthetic opioid responsible for thou- 
sands of deaths in the United States. Todd Robinson, the 
chief antinarcotics official at the U.S. Department of State, 
made this announcement on Tuesday, shedding light on the 
alarming expansion of the fentanyl trade. 


Robinson empahasized that the production chain of this 
deadly synthetic opioid begins in China, where chemi- 
cals used in its manufacturing are readily available. These 
precursors are then transported to the Americas, primarily 
to Mexican drug cartels, who process the fentanyl and 
distribute it within the United States. 


Speaking in New York at an event organized by the United 
States as part of the global coalition against synthetic drugs 
during the UN General Assembly, Robinson highlighted the 
severity of the fentanyl crisis. Fentanyl, known to be 50 
times more potent than heroin, claimed over 70,000 lives in 
the United States last year alone. In response, Washington 
has increased pressure on Mexico to combat drug cartels 
and has called upon China to control the precursor chemi- 
cals used in fentanyl production. 


On another front, Robinson stated that the United States is 
“analyzing” the new anti-drug plan proposed by Colombian 
President Gustavo Petro. This plan aims to shift focus away 


from pursuing small coca leaf farmers and instead target 
drug trafficking organizations. Robinson acknowledged that 
Colombia has not abandoned eradication efforts, even as 
coca plantations have reached record levels according to 
the United Nations Office on Drugs and Crime (UNODC). He 
stressed that both the U.S. and Colombia can do more in 
terms of drug seizures, expressing a shared commitment to 
enhancing the security of rural areas in Colombia. 


In a related development, the United States announced 
its intention to present a resolution at the UN General 
Assembly later this year, urging the international commu- 
nity to combat the trafficking of fentanyl and other synthetic 
drugs. Secretary of State Antony Blinken also revealed plans 
to appoint a special envoy dedicated to combating fentanyl 
and collaborate with tech companies to crack down on online 
sales of the substance. 


Blinken emphasized that fentanyl overdoses are the leading 
cause of death among Americans aged 18 to 49 and warned 
of its global spread. He cited the surge in tramadol traf- 
ficking and consumption in Africa, captagon in the Middle 
East, ketamine in Asia, and recent synthetic drug seizures 
in the European Union and Australia. The secretary of 
state stressed the urgency of international cooperation in 
addressing this crisis, believing that working together could 
save countless lives. The fentanyl epidemic, it is clear, is a 
grave concern that transcends borders and requires a united 
response. 


The Fentanyl Crisis: 


A Global Menace Involving Mexico, Colombia, and Ecuador 
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IN a concerning incident, an F-35B Lightning II jet went 
missing after a pilot ejected due to a “mishap.” It took 
authorities several hours to locate the debris field, which 
was found approximately two hours northeast of Joint Base 
Charleston in North Charleston, according to official reports. 


The incident unfolded when the pilot was forced to eject from 
the F-35B, a cutting-edge aircraft known for its advanced 
capabilities. The pilot’s quick and safe ejection was a testa- 
ment to the effectiveness of the aircraft’s ejection system. 
The pilot was subsequently transported to a local medical 
center and was reported to be in stable condition. 


This incident prompted a significant search and recovery 
operation. Joint Base Charleston, in coordination with 
Marine Corps Air Station Beaufort, the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA), Civil Air Patrol, and local law enforce- 
ment, initiated a comprehensive effort to locate the missing 
aircraft. 
Ground and air assets were deployed in the search, reflecting 
the seriousness of the situation. 


Notably, the F-35B jet was in autopilot mode at the time of 
the pilot’s ejection. This raised concerns that the aircraft 
could have remained airborne for an extended period, poten- 
tially posing safety risks. The precise circumstances that led 
to the pilot’s ejection remained unclear, and an investigation 
was promptly initiated to shed light on the incident. 


This incident garnered international attention, with many 
expressing astonishment at how an advanced fighter jet 
like the F-35 could go missing. Lockheed Martin, the aero- 
space giant behind the F-35 series, describes it as the “most 
advanced fighter jet in the world,” renowned for its stealth 
and survivability. The F-35 family includes variants designed 
for different mission profiles, underlining its significance in 
modern military aviation. 


As the investigation unfolds, further details regarding the 
incident will likely emerge. Questions regarding the jet’s 
systems, pilot training, and the circumstances leading to the 
ejection will need to be answered to ensure the safety and 
effectiveness of these advanced aircraft in the future. 


Search and Recovery Efforts Underway for 
Missing F-35 Fighter Jet After Pilot Ejection 
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A plane carrying five American citizens, who were part of 
a U.S.-Iran deal, has safely landed in the United States. 
The National Security Council spokesperson, John Kirby, 
announced their arrival, emphasizing the importance of 
providing the repatriated citizens with mental and medical 
healthcare and reuniting them with their families. 


The released Americans include Siamak Namazi, Emad 
Shargi, Morad Tahbaz, and two others who wished to remain 
anonymous. They had all been wrongfully detained by 
the Iranian government. Notably, the wives of Tahbaz and 
Namazi were also allowed to leave Iran as part of the agree- 
ment. 


President Joe Biden expressed his gratitude to both domestic 
and international partners for their efforts in securing the 
release of these citizens. The diplomatic efforts involved 
Qatar, Oman, Switzerland, and South Korea, with special 
recognition given to the Emir of Qatar and the Sultan of 
Oman. 


The five Americans had been imprisoned in Iran, primarily 
in Tehran’s notorious Evin prison, and were placed under 


house arrest as part of the agreement. Their release came 
after the U.S. promised clemency to five Iranians and facili- 
tated Iran’s access to around $6 billion in frozen oil revenue, 
earmarked for humanitarian purposes. 


The funds were transferred from a restricted account in 
South Korea and will be subject to stringent oversight to 
ensure they are used for approved purposes. The release 
of funds has faced criticism, with concerns about indirectly 
incentivizing future hostage-taking. However, officials main- 
tain that the funds will benefit the Iranian people, not the 
regime. 


Despite the successful repatriation, tensions with Iran 
persist, with concerns over Tehran’s actions and potential 
future hostage-taking. U.S. officials vow to continue moni- 
toring the situation and apply diplomatic pressure when 
necessary. 


The release of these American citizens marks a significant 
development in U.S.-Iran relations and demonstrates the 
complexity of negotiations involving both human lives and 
financial assets. 


Aircraft Carrying 5 Americans 
Freed from Iran Returns to the US 
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A deeply concerning incident has come to light in the world 
of college football, as Colorado State’s defensive back, Henry 
Blackburn, and his family have been targeted with threats, 
including death threats, following a controversial hit during 
a recent game. Athletic director Joe Parker has confirmed 
that both the Colorado State University Police Department 
and local authorities are actively investigating these threats. 


The incident in question unfolded during a game between 
Colorado State and Colorado when Henry Blackburn, a senior 
hailing from Boulder, made an illegal hit on Colorado’s versa- 
tile receiver and cornerback, Travis Hunter. This hit resulted 
in an undisclosed injury to Travis Hunter, who had been one 
of the standout stars of the 2023 college football season. 
What sets this situation apart is the fact that the threats 
against Henry Blackburn and his family began emerging 
before the game had even concluded. Disturbingly, phone 
numbers for Blackburn and his mother were disclosed on 
the internet, alongside Blackburn’s campus address and his 
family’s residential address. 


In response to this menacing situation, university officials 
and local law enforcement agencies have collaborated to 
investigate these threats. The threats have manifested as 
menacing phone calls, threatening text messages, and 
alarming posts on social media platforms. Joe Parker, 
the athletic director, voiced grave concerns about Henry 


Blackburn’s safety and the well-being of his family. Parker 
underscored that Blackburn had never intended to cause 
harm on the football field, emphasizing that such behavior 
contradicts the principles instilled by the university. 


The initial incident, featuring Blackburn’s late hit on Travis 
Hunter, gained substantial attention on social media plat- 
forms. Travis Hunter, despite briefly returning to the game 
after the hit, later had to be evaluated at a local hospital. 
Head coach Deion Sanders announced that Hunter would be 
sidelined for several weeks due to his injury. 


As the investigation continues and the threats persist, the 
college football community finds itself grappling with the 
unsettling ramifications of a controversial play. During a 
recent news conference, Colorado State coach Jay Norvell 
expressed his deep sadness concerning the threats. He 
stressed the importance of recognizing that football is just 
a game and should not escalate beyond that. Norvell also 
conducted a review of the hit, describing it as a “bang-bang 
play” that, while regrettable, is occasionally witnessed in 
football. 


This troubling incident serves as a stark reminder of the 
broader issues related to sportsmanship, online behavior, 
and the critical importance of maintaining perspective in the 
world of competitive sports.
